only could ndeainister. It was not foi him now 
to praise or to natter the subject of this leant ; 
the praise of these who were Clod's iniaiaiian 
i nuTd renin from Hod alone - but he had no 
doubt that many who were here asaembladhad 
been indiR/vl to i»m<^ fmni hearing the doc- 
trines and the lessons which the night Rej- 
vemnd Bishop had inculcated during his 
short atayamcafrat us. He would detain them 
no longer, hut at once propose the health of 
their pi, 4t, the Lord Bishop of Tantania, and 
wish God i speed to him and his mission. 

The Bi«Hor or Tumjvii said, that II

From wliat he hud heard 
otthe people of Bjdnoy, of what they had done 
In tunes post, he wos convinced that they 
would not be wanting whan called ou ; and he 
should have much pleasure, when he returned 
to hi. own diocese, in telling all that he hud 
■mm and heard ; how kindly, how affection- 
ately, he hod been received ; how of a audden 
this assemblage was called together, and gave 
pledees of their attachment to the Church ; nnd 
be should urge those who were committed to 
his com, to follow the example of the people of 
Sydney- He now returned them his sincere 
thanks for the kind and affectionate manner in 
which he had been received, and the way in 
which nil health had just been drunk. 

Tfcs f iviiosot.— The. Buna? of Tibuikh 
the health et •• his Honor Mi.
